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SUBJECT: CYPRUS MISSING PERSONS 

1 . DURING NOVEMBER 16 MEETINGS WITH AMB. TURKMEN (TURKEY) AND 
CYPRUS COUNSELOR SHERIFIS, WE PRESENTED TRADE-OFF STRATEGY TO BOTH 
SIDES: TURKISH REVISIONS TO WORKING PAPER SHOULD BE ACCEPTED 
ACROSS THE BOARD BY THE GREEK/CYPRIOTS WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE 
MAJORITY VOTE PRINCIPLE (PARA 2) WHICH SHOULD BE WORDED MORE OR LESS 
AS IN WORKING PAPER NO. 3 REV. 1. IN PRESENTATION TO SHERIFIS, 

MEZVINSKY NOTED THAT FOR PURPOSES OF PERSUASION WITH THE TURKS. 
GREEK SIDE SHOULD CONSIDER ADOPTING TURKISH REVISED PARA 2 BUT 
ADDING A FINAL PHRASE, "OTHERWISE A MAJORITY VIEW WILL 

PREVAIL." BOTH TURKMEN AND SHERIFIS AGREED TO TRY TO HAVE 
RESPONSES FROM CAPITALS BY NOVEMBER 17 IN THE AFTERNOON. WE 
WILL MEET BOTH AT THE TIME. 

2. OTHER CHANGES TO THE TURKISH REVISIONS WERE 
RELATIVELY MINOR. IN PARA 6 WE PROPOSED A COMPROMISE 
WORDING WHICH BOTH SAID THEY WOULD URGE ACCEPTANCE OF TO THEIR 
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CAPITALS. "FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT IS ESSENTIAL TO THE COMMITTEE S 
EFFORTS. THE TWO COMMUNITIES SHALL COOPERATE WITH THE 
COMMITTEE TO FACILITATE ITS WORK." 

PLEASE NOTE THAT THE LAST SENTENCE OF THE TURKISH 
REVISION HAS BEEN DELETED - "THE COMMITTEE SHALL 
CARRY OUT ITS FUNCTIONS IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE LAWS 
AND REGULATIONS IN FORCE IN THE REGION OF CYPRUS 
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WHERE IT IS ACTIVE AT THE TIME." IN ADDITON, SHERIFIS 
REQUESTED THAT WE SUBSTITUTE "ALL THE PARTIES CONCERNED" 

FOR "THE TWO COMMUNITIES" IN THE SECOND SENTENCE. HE 
THOUGHT THIS WOULD HELP HIM SELL THIS PARA TO NICOSIA 
IN THAT "ALL THE PARTIES" WOULD COVER THE GOVERNMENT OF CYPRUS 
WHICH IS NOT A "COMMUNITY" AND THE TURKISH ARMY IN CYPRUS. 

3. THE TURKISH-PROPOSED PARA ON THE COMMITTEE'S 

LOOKING INTO ONLY INTERCOMMUNAL CASES PROMPTED QUESTIONS 
BY BOTH TURKMEN AND SHERIFIS. TURKMEN THOUGHT IT WOULD 
HELP THE GREEK SIDE SINCE THEY WOULD BE ABLE TO REJECT 
CERTAIN CASES IN THE COMMITTEE AS INVOLVING GREEK- 
GREEK/CYPRIOT HOSTILITIES. SHERIFIS THOUGHT THE 
REVERSE, I.E., THAT THE TURKISH SIDE WOULD REFUSE TO 
ALLOW INVESTIGATION ON THE SAME GROUNDS. IT SEEMS TO 
US THAT THIS MAY PROVE UNNECESSARY PARAGRAPH AND 
WHILE THE GREEK/CYPRIOTS MAY ACCEPT IT, THE TURKS MAY 
SUGGEST WITHDRAWING IT AFTER TURKMEN S QUERIES ARE 
RECEIVED IN ANKARA. 

4. TURKMEN TOOK OUR POINT ON THE SHORTNESS OF TIME 
BEFORE THE THIRD COMMITTEE IS SCHEDULED TO TAKE UP 
CYPRUS MISSING PERSONS. HE ASKED WHAT OUR POSITION 
WOULD BE ON THE DRAFT RESOLUTION; WE REPLIED THAT 
AFTER THIS ROUND OF EXCHANGES, WE DOUBTED WHETHER WE 
COULD OFFER ANY ENCOURAGEMENT AS TO OUR VOTE. 
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5. SHERIFIS MADE SEVERAL OBSERVATIONS ON TURKISH- 
PROPOSED REVISIONS: AS TO WHO MAY SERVE AS STAFF 
ASSISTANTS (PARA 3), THE GOC HAD PLANNED TO APPOINT 

A MEMBER OF THE COMMITTEE OF RELATIVES, NOW PERHAPS 
THEIR MEMBER TO THE COMMITTEE ITSELF WOULD COME FROM 
THE COMMITTEE OF RELATIVES SINCE THAT WOULD NOT BE 
EXCLUDED. ON PARA 4 ON THE ROTATION OF DIRECTORS, 

SHERIFIS SUGGESTED ADDING THAT THE THIRD DIRECTOR WOULD 
BE THE GREEK/CYPRIOT. FINALLY, HE THOUGHT IF THERE 
HAS TO BE A NEW PARA TO DEFINE THAT THE CASES INVOLVED 
WILL BE ONLY THOSE RESULTING FROM INTERCOMMUNAL 
FIGHTING, AND THE "TURKISH INTERVENTION AFTER JULY 20, 

1974," THE LATTER PHRASE WOULD BE MORE ACCEPTABLE IN 
NICOSIA AS "DURING THE EVENTS OF THE SUMMER OF 1974." 

THIS POINT AND HIS TWO OTHER OBSERVATIONS ARE MANAGEABLE, 
AND IN FACT WE DO NOT HAVE THE IMPRESSION THE 
GREEK/CYPRIOTS WOULD INSIST ON THEM. 

6. THE NEXT ROUND HERE DEPENDS ON REACTION FROM 
ANKARA. WE HOPE THE MINISTRY IS KEEPING DENKTASH'S 

OFFICE INFOMRED AND THAT SHOULD THE PROSPECTS LOOK GOOD FOR 
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UNDERSTANDING BETWEEN ANKARA AND NICOSIA, THAT DENKTASH 
WON'T POSE INSURMOUNTABLE OBSTACLES. WE SEE ANKARA'S 
ACCEPTING THE MAJORITY VOTE PRINCIPLE AS A CRUCIAL 
ELEMENT AND INDEED A SIGNIFICANT MOVE ON TURKEY'S 
PART. WITH THAT PARA IN PLACE, THE GREEK/CYPRIOTS WILL 
BE UNDER PRESSURE TO GIVE ON THE OTHER TURKISH RE- 
VISIONS. WE THINK BOTH SIDES FROM HERE UNDERSTAND THE 
IMPORTANCE OF THIS TRADE-OFF.
